Dear Dr. Kerr: 


It has been quite a long time since finishing my internship 
at U.C. Hospital, but time has a way of passing rapidly in the army 
and eight months does not seem so long in retrospect. My duty in 
the Medical Corps while not quite as stimlating as the medical 
service at the University of California has not been as dull as 
I had anticipated. 


After the usual six weeks, exhausting but worthwhile course 
at Carlisle, I was assigned to the medical officers pool at Fort 
Devens, Mass. where I worked in the laboratory as assistant in 
bacteriology and pathology while learning something of army hospital 
routine. Next I was transferred here to the Station Hospital at 
Camp Edwards, a duty that has been worthwhile in every way. | 
have been lucky in having as my chief here, Lt. Col. Lewis Hill 
who tells me that he was a classmate of yours and worked with you 
2s house officer at the M.G.H. He practiced as a pediatrician in 
Boston until the war and consequently is able to teach us a great 
deal concerning infectious diseeses that are so common in army 
hospitals. I have charge of two wards here at the hospital: one 
for German prisoner of war patients and one for our own troops. 
The German experience is interesting for I have been able to have 
én enlightening look into the Teutonic mind and conscience. 


I have greatly appreciated the proximity of Boston, for I 
have been able to visit the old stamping grounds at the Mass. 
General and Peter Bent Brigham on several occasions. Harverd is 
apparently maintaining its scholastic standards in spite of the 
shortage of teaching personnel and interference with their selection 
of students. They are considering the admission of women medical 
students in the medical school at the present time.
